The Commission staff notes that H.R. 4596 and H.R. 4625 each would renew the expired duty reduction
that was provided for in HTS heading 9902.01.03. Only one hill should be enacted. The Commission
staff notes that the proponent of H.R. 4596, Bayer CropScience, hasindicated that it is no longer
interested in the renewal of HTS heading 9902.01.03.
